of misusing taxpayer funds

Utah Congresswoman Karen 
Shepherd has been accused by the 
National Republican Congressional 
Committee (NRCC) of violating a 
House Ethics campaign activity rule 
by using taxpayers’ funds to cam- 
paign against an opponent. 

“After just over one year in 
Washington, (Shepherd) is already 
using official government resources 
and staff for blatantly political pur- 
poses,” said Maria Cino, executive 
director of the NRCC. 

“That’s not just improper and uneth- 
ical, it’s illegal.” 

The conflict ignited Thursday when 
Shepherd’s congressional press secre- 
tary, Paul Svendsen, sent a press 
release to the Salt Lake City media, 
criticizing Republican Enid Greene 
Waldholtz, one er Shepherd’s oppo- 
nents. 

Questions arose immediately as to 
whether Svendsen, who is a federal 
employee and not a paid campaign 
worker, funded the release with feder- 
al money — whether he sent the 
release from the congressional office 
while he was being paid as a House 
employee. 

If so, the NRCC charged, he com- 
mitted a felony in using public 
resources to campaign for Shepherd. 

Svendsen said he did nothing 
wrong. He said he wrote and sent the 
release from Shepherd’s campaign 
office on his free time. 

But Svendsen said he did make an 
error on the press release that made it 
appear as if he sent it from a congres- 
sional office. 

“JT put the congressional office 
phone number on the press release,” 
Svendsen said. “I shouldn’t have done 
it. I screwed up. I blew it.” 

If a complaint is filed by the public

. high probability exists that both the assaults and much of the Navy’s embar- 
« Tassment could have been avoided.” 

The dismissals leave only one case pending in the investigation of the scandal 
that damaged the Top Gun image of Navy and Marine Corps aviators. Of 140 
cases, no one was ever court-martialed and about 50 received administrative

‘House committee approves state health plan 


SALT LAKE CITY — A bill establishing a health care commission to over- 
see Gov. Mike Leavitt’s ambitious reform plan won the nearly unanimous sup- 
“port of a House committee Tuesday. 
The sole dissenter warned that Leavitt’s seven-year “Healthprint,” designed to 
give all Utahns access to insurance coverage and health care, would lead to 
socialized medicine and attendant ills. 

The bill, sponsored by Rep. Byron Harward, R-Provo, establishes a 15-mem- 
ber commission that will study events, trends and issues in health care, formu- 
late policies and recommend them to the Legislature each year. 

That will allow legislators to “bite off a chunk” of reform each 45-day ses- 
sion, Harward said. The core of the plan is a competitive, free-market enviror- 
ment in which individuals can afford care. 

. A companion bill that expands Medicaid coverage and guarantees “portable” 
insurance coverage, among other reforms, is pending in the Senate Rules 
- Committee. 


Utah House draws the line on local gun laws 


SALT LAKE CITY — A House committee approved a weapons-regulation 
bill Tuesday that would prevent cities and towns from having gun laws tougher 
than state restrictions. 

By an 11-4 vote, the House Energy, Natural Resources and Agriculture stand- 
ing committee forwarded the bill to the full House for debate. 

“We will try to amend it and exempt Wasatch Front communities,” said a 
dejected Salt Lake chief deputy attorney Steven Allred. “They just took away 
‘our ability to enforce state laws.” 

Allred attempted to win over rural lawmakers on the commie saying urban 
crime laws target suspicious criminals and not hunters passing through town 
‘with a shotgun hanging on a rack in a pickup truck. 

But Allred’s arguments and those of local police chiefs and government lead- 
-ers couldn’t override the emotional pleas that HB157 protected Utahns’ consti- 
_tutional right to bear arms. 

The Utah and federal constitutions were a common theme in testimony sup- 

porting the weapons regulations bill.sponsored by Rep. Michael.G, Waddoups, 

R-Taylorsville. Waddoups attributed the recent drop in juvenile crime to the 
gang package the Legislature passed in October’s special session and cold 
weather.

The FDA will not requite labeling 
because milk produced with the hor- 
mone cannot be distinguished from 
BST-free milk. No test has been 
devised to differentiate the milk. 

“Why can’t we have labeling so we 
can choose,” said Judith Lamb-Lion, 
founder of the Lamb-Lion Institute, a 
non-profit educational institute. “You 
have to label everything in normal 
foods. How can we say a synthetic is 
the same as a natural?” 

Milk producers are not required to 
disclose their use of the drug. 

Ronald Boman, extension dairy 
nutritionist and management special- 


ist for USU, said farmers using the 
hormoné would be disadvantaged if 
the FDA required labeling because 
most consumers would opt for BST- 
free milk if given a choice. 

“Labeling would prevent dairy 
farmers from taking advantage of 
another management tool,” he said.

“The Board of Regents has only 
given UVSC three programs, so 
they’ll pilot these for three years,” 
said Kerry D, Romesburg, president 
of UVSC.

_ In the war of words that constitutes 
the debate on gun-control, several 
arguments are shot back and forth that 


I would like to 
address. 
' First: “Guns don’t 


kill people, people kill 
people.” The favorite 
catch phrase of the NRA and other 
‘gun support groups could easily be 
applied to drugs, war and other unde- 
‘sirable topics. 


The statement itself, in part because... 


‘of how ridiculous it sounds, is not 
‘worth being debated because it 
‘ignores a larger point: the fact that the 
‘gun, as weapon of choice among crim- 
‘inals, is more lethal than others. 

« A criminal can inflict more serious 
;damage and has a much higher likeli- 
‘hood of actually killing the victim 
with a gun. 

¢ As I see it, it isn’t so much a ques- 
ition of whether it’s a gun or a person 
‘killing others, it’s that so MANY peo- 
rple are being killed by such a lethal 


, weapon. 
* Second: “The Second Amendment 
*guarantees...,” and “The forefathers 


«wanted the populace to be well armed 
-in case of a need for a revolution.” 
' The first point is weak because con- 
‘stitutionality is a decision for the 
Supreme Court; further, the “right” 
eould be amended away with the 
proper support. 
Another aspect of gun ownership 
that seems to be ignored relates to the 
question of the source of the guns 
used by criminals. 
“Police from both Los Angeles and 
Seattle say that the majority of guns 
that gang members use are acquired 
through robbery of private homes 
(PBS documentary on gangs in LA 
and a Seattle policeman). 
So, those homeowners who purchase 
a gun for “home security” or simply 
because it is their “constitutional 
right” could actually be contributing 
to the flow of guns on the street. 
“A 14-year old gang member doesn’t 
just “have” a gun, he or she has to get 
it either through theft or purchase it 
from an unscrupulous dealer (thereby 
Strengthening the argument for wait- 
ing periods, background checks, and 
required training for those who buy 
guns). 
‘Essentially, the: more guns are avail- 
able to home burglars, the more. guns 
will appear in the hands of gangs and 
other criminals on the streets. 
-The second point presents an inter- 
esting idea; however, it appears that 
the face of war and revolution has 
changed radically since the writing of 
the constitution. 
"Presently even a large group of citi- 
zens armed with handguns would 
stand or fall depending on the support 
of the army or a large supplier of 
weapons more suited for war than a 
feW semiautomatic .45’s. 
In the 1700’s the rifles that the farm- 
ers wielded were essentially the same 
~as those carried by the armies. This is 

=no longer true. The well-armed revo- 
“Iutionary militia described in the 
= Second Amendment is no longer the 

“ group of farmers with muskets, but the 
militaristic factions such as those cur- 

-rently in Bosnia. Hunting rifles and

with a handgun. If all gun deaths were 
accidental, there probably would not 
be the hue and cry that there is now (at 
least not from me), In fact, I suspect 
that the NRA would become involved 
in efforts to improve training for those 
that own guns, rather than fight the 
proposed reforms. 

Fourth: “Gun control doesn’t work.” 

This is a judgment unfairly passed 
by many people on the basis of strict 
gun laws in Chicago and Washington 
D.C., that haven’t appeared to have 
any effect. 

Basing a judgment on the effective- 
ness of gun control laws on two Cities 
is premature and misguided. 

The main problem I see is that a city 
may pass strict laws, but a person 
could simply drive to the next town or 
state and get the weapon there. Unless 
the entire country passes the same 
laws, it cannot be known if the laws 
have the desired'effect or not. 

For example, California has waiting 
periods and other control laws, but a 
few years ago a disturbed Vietnam 
veteran simply crossed the border to 
Oregon, which had no such laws, pur- 
chased some weapons, crossed back 
over ‘the border to Stockton and mur- 
dered more than twenty Vietnamese 
children playing on an elementary 
school playground. 

Nationwide waiting periods and 
background checks could have discov- 
ered the man’s history and prevented 
the massacre. 

Perhaps a better examination of the 
effectiveness of gun control laws 
would be based on the experiences of 
other countries that have control laws 
and those that have low gun death 
rates. 

Now. for those who believe that 
“gun control will severely reduce the 
number of violent crimes.” 

Even a superficial look at the state 
of human action in the world around 
us should quickly dismiss that belief. 

Violent crime will continue, and as a 
result, we should support efforts to 
establish stiffer penalties for violent 
crime and construct more prisons. 

Perhaps even a complete re-evalua- 
tion of our penal system is in order. 

Regardless, even though human 
nature won’t change, what.is hoped 
far in establishing gun control laws is 
fewer deaths resulting from violent 
crimes. 

In the final analysis, when the lead- 
ing cause of death among 18- to 24- 
year-old men is due to homicide with 
guns, it is time to take preventive 
steps to restrict criminal access to 
guns through stricter laws. 

Simply building more prisons will 
not solve the problem because you 
just can’t build that many prisons. 

It is logistically impossible to 
impose a total ban on guns, especially 
when hunting rifles and the like have 
legitimate uses. 

What is clear is that some action 
needs to be taken, and preventive 
medicine is better than reactionary 
punishment. 

What the debate needs is: not more 
empty, knee-jerk arguments, but care- 
fully considered and researched 
options to be presented to those in 
Congresses and other administrative 
bodies in our country

Oppose restricting guns 
because they save lives 


The Daily Universe has called for 
opinions on. gun control, and we hereby 
submit ours. To lay a brief 
foundation for our opinion, 
we first quote data from 
criminologist Gary Kleck, 
who analyzed a number of 
public surveys of defensive 
gun use. He found that, in 
the years of 1979-81, 
“there were 644,976 defen- 
sive uses of handguns per 
year, excluding police or 
military use.” This means 
that a handgun is used 
defensively (i.e., not neces- 
sarily killing anyone, but potentially 
saving one or more human lives) by a 
private citizen about every 1.23 min- 
utes. And that figure. does not even 
attempt to include the incalculable 
deterrent effect (i.e., the crimes that 
aren’t committed because the potential 
criminal knows his would-be victim has 
a gun, or thinks he might). 

In contrast, compare this with the fig- 
ure quoted in the Universe a couple of 
weeks ago: “...with one person dying by 
gunfire every 14.8 minutes.” In other 
words, 12 times more people are cur- 
rently protected by handguns alone than 
are killed (including crimes, suicides 
and accidents) by all guns combined. In 
still other words, if there were a “life 
clock” placed alongside the “death 
clock” in Times Square, it would be 
ticking at least 12 times as fast. 

Accordingly, we have come to the 
conclusion that guns and gun ownership 
are not a bad thing. We oppose the 
efforts of those who try to restrict or 
prevent us and our neighbors from own- 
ing and using guns. But surely, many 
will say, a five-day waiting period 
couldn’t hurt, could it? We could ask 
the woman whose husband threatened 
to kill her, whereupon she went to pur- 
chase a gun to protect herself, only to be 
met with a 48-hour waiting period 
requirement. Unfortunately, she is now

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Danish university president supports reforms

“The unification of European states is 
causing educational reforms to pro- 
mote the diversity and mobility of 
students throughout Europe, said the 
president of a Danish university 
Tuesday during an International 
Horum lecture sponsored by the 
Kennedy Center. 

*Rector Sven Caspersen, founding 
president of Aalborg University in 
Denmark, 
“Danish and European Education 
Policy: Interaction and Diversity,” 
and.received a plaque from BYU in 
dppteciation for his lecture series. 

' The signing of the Maastricht Treaty 
is forcing European educators to 
revise their individual programs, said 
Caspiersen. 

»“Education policy has attracted a lot 
of’ attention in Europe” since that 
time, he said. 

Caspersen, who is also chairman of 
the Liaison Committee of Rectors 
Conferences of the European 


Communities, said the treaty ensures 
educational interaction among its 


addressed the topic,- 


member states. The committee was 
formed to integrate individual coun- 
tries’ educational systems into a cen- 
tral program, he said. 

Each European country is faced 
with the challenge of making its edu- 
cational system compatible with all 
other countries of the European com- 
munity, Caspersen said. The relax- 
ation of international borders will 
allow more students to seek education 
in other countries, he said. 

The integration is particularly diffi- 
cult in Denmark, because all Danish 
university students pay no tuition, no 
fees, and receive a $6,500 grant from 
the Danish government each year to 
attend school, Caspersen said. 

Specifically, each country must be 
able to facilitate different holidays, 
school starting dates and different cul- 
tures, Caspersen said. 

Currently the European community 
is studying the feasibility of a ‘course 
credit transfer system, internships and 
scholarships for all students in the 
community, Caspersen said. At the 
same time, it is important to preserve 
each country’s diversity, he said. 

“The strength of Europe lies in its

diversity,” Caspersen said. Europe 
cannot overcome its problems without 
understanding and respecting diversi- 
ty, he said. 

European education focuses on 
interaction, Caspersen said, and 
Aalborg University is an example of 
that diversity. 

The form of study at Aalborg 
University is organized into two lev- 
els. The first level concentrates on 
group-oriented and problem-centered 
studies. The second level includes 
lectures, seminars and courses. 

The study concept is organized 
around student groups that focus on a 
major project for the semester. In 
cooperation with a supervisor, the stu-

Did you go straight to making the 
demo to stay out of the competitive 
Seattle club scene? Ya, that’s about 
the truth of it? Did you go straight to 
making the demo because you 
couldn’t get into any of the big 
Seattle clubs or would you have 
made the demo anyway? The fact is, 


there are so many bands in Seattle. 


There is about a two to three month 
waiting period (to play in clubs) so 
you just won’t get into a club — it 
doesn’t matter how good you are — 
even if you are already established 
and if you, to a certain degree, 
“brown nose” with the booking per- 
son of the club. So, it’s difficult to get 
a decent slot on a decent night. It was- 
n’t necessarily because we thought we 
could one-up the clubs—it was either 
do‘a demo or wait three months. 
You made the demo, and then later 
played at Los Angeles’ Club 
Lingerie. Guy Oseary, who signed 
you on at Maverick Records, heard 
you guys play there. Had he ever 
heard you before? Nope, he never 
had. Do you think that was your 
break right there and it wasn’t 
your demo? I think it had to do with 
both. After he heard us there he liked 
us enough that he wanted to hear a 
demo. 
Who made the decision to sign you 
on at Maverick? Did Madonna 
have a say? 
Ultimately she (Madonna) says yes 
or no. Guy Oseary signed us and dis- 
covered us and she liked the band too 
— that’s what they tell us, anyway.

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BYU women’s athletics 
shows progress since 1898

Passing the time on long bus rides to 
out-of-state tournaments by singing 
and playing games with U of U team 
members doesn’t describe BYU’s 
women’s sports program tcday, but it 
did in the 1950s. 

“It was a great social event,” said 
Elaine Michaelis, women’s volleyball 
coach, who was a BYU athlete in the 
“We would oftentimes 
share buses with the U of U and sing 
as we drove, but it isn’t like it used to 
be 

Women’s sports at BYU date back 
to the days of the Brigham Young 
Academy. Records from the Sports 
Information office show that there 
was a women’s basketball game 
between BYU and U of U in 1898. 

An unidentified observer is quoted 
as describing the game as “lively and 
warmly contested from start to finish. 

“The Provo girls had the advantage 


fof strength and weight, but lacked in 


wiriness and teamwork,” the observer 
wrote. “They fouled roughly.” 

According to a report written by 
Ellen Larsen, director of women’s 
sports information, “play days” were 
organized in the 1920s to give women 
opportunities to compete in various 
sports. 

“Play days” eventually evolved into 
the “sports days” of 1950s. “Sports 
days” were two-day events held each 
season that started on a Friday morn- 
ing and ended on Saturday evening. 
Women athletes participated in tennis, 
badminton, basketball, fencing, soft- 
ball, field hockey, gymnastics and 


skiing, which was among the first 
competitive sports women participat- 
ed in, Michaelis said. © 

Sports days were the first regularly 
scheduled competitions for BYU’s 
women athletes, the report states. 
“The coaches would get together each 
year and we would take turns hosting 
the sports days,” ‘said Phyllis 
Jacobson, who was the coordinator of 
women’s sports in the 1960s and is 
currently chair of the dance depart- 
ment. “Almost everyone participated 
in every sport.” 

“The thing about sports days is you 
would play all day for two days,” 
Michaelis said. “We would play 
seven or eight basketball games in 
one weekend.” i 

After a season’s sports days were 
over, the teams would disband and the 
athletes would move on to other 
sports. 

“Your better athletes would go do a 
sport for a month, then go to a new 
sport,” Michaelis said. “Seasons were 
real short.” 

Women’s sports today are different 
from what they used to be, Michaelis 
said. 

The competitiveness is much the 
same, but there was a lot less empha- 
sis on training and conditioning i in the 
1950s. 

“Tn that era, it was unheard of to run 
more than a mile,” Michaelis said. 
“Today the emphasis is on condition- 
ing, practicing and longer seasons.” 

Michaelis started BYU as a elemen- 
tary education major, but her partici- 
pation in the intramural and extramur- 


_al teams influenced her to change her 


major to physical education.

Compensatory draft system fails to meet goal

compensatory draft choice system. Set up to help the poor teams, it’s more like- 


ly to help the rich get richer. 


‘For example, five of the seven extra second-round picks in the draft on April 
24-25 will go to teams that made the playoffs, including two to Buffalo. The six 
teams that get the extra second-rounders — the Vikings, Cowboys, Giants, 
Bills, Rams and Chargers — were a combined 57-39 and only the Rams, 5-11, 


were below .500.

‘“The stronger teams generally had a deeper pool of talent to lose,”

CHICAGO — Even though 
Michael Jordan may have no chance 
of making the Chicago White Sox, 
general manager Ron Schueler felt he 
had no choice but to bring him to 
spring training. 

“As much improvement as he has 
made, it’s still a million-in-one shot,” 
Schueler said Monday after Jordan 
signed a minor league contract fol- 
lowing a workout at a packed, made- 
for-media event. 

But Schueler, a former major league 
pitcher, said there was little doubt 
about inviting the world’s most 
famous basketball player — albeit a 
retired one — to spring training next 
week in Sarasota, Fla. 

“Tf I don’t give him the opportunity, 
27 other general managers would. In a 
second.” 

Why? Jordan hasn’t played baseball 
since he was in high school and is 30 
years old, trying to play a sport that 
those at the highest level have been 
playing most of their lives. 

“Because of who he is and his ath- 
letic ability,” Schueler said. “We’re 
talking about the top athlete in the 
world.” 

And one who would draw crowds 
wherever he went,-as he did Monday 
during a 90-minute workout at the 
Illinois Institute of Technology, not 
far from Comiskey Park. 

Jordan took more than 50 cuts in the 
batting cage and hit only several line 
drives. He also fielded grounders and 
shagged fly balls in, of all places, a 

m. 

Baskets that he reached so easily in 
leading the Chicago Bulls to three 
straight NBA titles were raised to the 
roof. And the baseball made a strange 
thud as it hit the wood floor. One 
grounder went right through Jordan’s 
legs. 

But it’s hitting that will determine 
how far Jordan will go in this improb- 
able quest. 

“He can hit pitches in the mid-80s,” 
said Ed Gottfried, an Illinois Institute 
of Technology pitcher, who threw to 
Jordan on Monday. “I don’t know 
about a guy like Roger Clemens. But 
I think he has a better than average 
shot of making it.” 

The prevailing feeling is that Jordan 
will not be able to handle the 90 mph 
pitches in the majors, despite his ath- 
letic ability. But the challenge for 
Jordan is proving those who doubt 
him wrong. 

“Tt’s going to be tough reacting to 
the ball. But he can learn,” said White 
Sox second baseman Joey Cora, who 
has worked out with Jordan the last 
two weeks. — 
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“I’ve never been afraid to fail,” said 
Jordan, who retired from the Bulls 
last October, claiming he had nothing 
left to prove and wanted to spend 
more time with his family and away 
from the spotlight. 

“That’s something you have to deal 
with in reality. You’re not always 
going to be successful. I think I’m 
strong enough as a person to accept 


failure. But I can’t accept not trying.” 

Not that Jordan expects to fail at his 
newest venture. : 

“T think I’ve improved tremendous- 
ly,” said Jordan, who’s been working 
out underneath Comiskey Park for the 
last two months with some White Sox 
players and personnel. “My motto has 
been, ‘It’s no gimmick.”

For the sixth consecutive week 
there was a different team atop the 
national rankings.

North Carolina (19-3) moved up to 
the top spot Monday, switching 
places with Duke, which it beat last 
week in the first 1-2 matchup 
between the Atlantic Coast 
Conference rivals. 

The Tar Heels-were the preseason 
No. | and also held it for the second 
week of the parade of the top-ranked 


' teams. 


Since Arkansas’ five-week run at 
the top ended last month, North 
Carolina, Kansas, UCLA and Duke 
all had one-week stretches as No. 1. 

The chances for North Carolina sur- 
viving back-to-back weeks appear 
good with home games against 
Maryland and Georgia Tech this 
week, although Georgia Tech did 
beat the Tar Heels earlier in the sea- 
son. 

The Tar Heels were a convincing 
No. 1 with 60 first-place votes and 
1,617 points from the national media 
panel, while Duke (16-2) was on top 
of three ballots and had 1,486 points. 

The ACC has only North Carolina 
and Duke in the rankings, the first 
time since late in the 1990-91 season 
that the league has had only two rep- 
resentatives in the Top 25.

lying about age to be served alcohol. 

Holman also said that religion 
turned out to be a strong influence on 
alcohol use. 

“There’s something about religion, 
distinct from its teaching of moral 
behavior, that is important in keeping 
kids from using alconiol, ” Holman 
said. 

The study hypothesized that factors 
influencing alcohol use in males 
would differ from those influencing 
females. 

However, this was only true in that 
family was a significant influence for 
females and not males. 

The study concluded that the failure 
to find a correlation between family 
influence and male alcohol consump- 
tion was due to the “overall strength 
of peer groups in affecting behavior 
for college age males 17-24.” 

Holman said that family can have a 
large indirect influence on alcohol 
consumption. 

“Family certainly has an effect on 
how much you approve of deviance, 
family has an effect on the kind of 
peers that you choose and family has 
an effect on your religiosity,” Holman

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Speaker says key to success 
is not to miss opportunities

Leading an official procession 
which included then President John F. 
Kennedy and the Prime Minister of 
Ethiopia down Pennsylvania Avenue 
in her dirt-spattered U-HAUL trailer, 
Karen Thorn had her first experience 
in Washington, D.C. 

Thorn, who now serves as Senator 
Orrin Hatch’s office manager, told 
women at a Women In Leadership 
meeting Tuesday to say “yes” to 
opportunities which could change 
their lives. ; 

“Because I said yes (20 years ago) 
the entire pattern of my life changed,” 
Thorn said. 

Moving her family to Washington to 

senve on. .the.staffot- Utah 
Congressman Sherm Lloyd, Thorn 
and her husband turned their rented 
U-HAUL trailer down a seemingly 
deserted street lined- with men in uni- 


forms only to notice the entourage of | 


President Kennedy following closely 
behind. 

Thorn said she was relieved to see 
the procession turn off at 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue and several 
months later upon meeting President 
and Mrs. Kennedy was surprised to 
learn that they remembered the trailer 
that found its way to the front of a 
presidential procession. 

Addressing a monthly gathering of 
Women in Leadership, Thorn said 
that although there is value in saying 
“no” to bad situations, saying “yes” to 
Opportunities can make a big differ- 
ence. 

“Don’t be afraid to say yes because 
even if you’re a farm girl from 
Spanish Fork who knows how to milk 
a cow better than you can drive a car, 
you can say yes and it will change 
your life,” she said. 

Thorn said she learned quickly 
under the Kennedy Administration 
how Washington worked. 

She related one experience when 
she tried to get guests into the White 
House on short notice. 

-Congressman Lloyd being from the 
Opposite political party of the White 
House Administration, Thorn said she 
called White House administration 
and said, “This is Congressman 
Lloyd’s office. We have unexpected 
guests. Can we get them in today?” 

- The White House apologized and 
told her they could not fit the guests 
in, but when Thorn called back a few 
minutes later saying she was from the 
office of a Democratic congressman 


from Illinois, she was kindly invited 
to bring the guests over. 

Calling a third time, Thorn said she 
was from Republican Congressman 
Bob Dole’s office and was once again 
told the White House could not fit the 
guests in that day. 

“T was smart enough to know what 
was happening,” Thorn said. 

“Don’t take no for an answer. 
There’s always a way. around things,” 
she continued; explaining that she 
stood outside the gates of the White 
House observing for several days in a 
row until a security guard approached 
her. 

““We know who you are,” he said, 
“You're Karen Thorn.. You’re from 
Spanish Fork. You work for Sherm 
Lloyd. What are you doing here?”’ 
And with that Thorn explained the sit- 
uation she had observed and gained a 
White House connection which she 
has used ever since. 

“You are the type of women who I 


hope will be saying yes to a lot of. 


things,” Thorn said. 

Encouraging women to take an 
active role in politics, Thorn said citi- 
zens should be informed about how to 
get concerns resolved efficiently. 

“It’s important for you to know the 
level of government with which 
you're working,” she said. . 

“Even in my office now, I will get 
calls asking Senator Hatch to vote for 
or against a bill that is being debated 
in the state legislature,” she contin- 
ued. 

Being willing to work from the bot- 
tom up is a way of opening doors of 
opportunity, Thorn said. 

When she interviews students to 
work with Senator Hatch in 
Washington, Thorn said she looks for 
those who are willing to run errands if 
they have to rather than those who 
think they will be working side-by- 
side with Senator Hatch each day. 

“It’s always nice to learn your way 
from the bottom up,” she said.
